THE END OF THE LONG STRUGGLE 
IN ILLINOIS. 


As Usual, the Republicans Wheel Into Line and Give 
One Hundred and Three Votes, Which Give 
Biack Jack 8ix Years More in the Senate 
—The Democrats for Farwell. 


EprInGFIELD, Ill., May 19.—At a joint sas- 
sion of the legislature to-day there was a great 
jam both on the floor of the house and in the 


gallerics. There were present fifty-one seng- 


tors and 153 representatives. When the vote 
yes taken a dead silence prevailed. The 
democrats refused to vote. The republican 
senators all voted for Logan, giving him 
twenty-six votes. Juger’s vote was received 
with cheers. When Sittig was called, in a 
long speech explaining his position, he voted 
for Logan under protest. This announcement 
was received with the wildest cheers. This 
Logan 103 votes. On the call 
of absentees the democrata voted

MAJOR BURKE'S MISFORTUNE. 


Said to be a Heavy Loser by the New Orleans 
Exposition, 

Wasninoten, May 19.—The announcement 
was mace the other day that Major Burke had 
resigned his post as director-general of the 
New (rieans exposition. It caused little sur- 
prise to those in a position to know the circum- 
stances under which Mr. Burke was com- 
pelled to ask to be relieved of 
the onerous duties devolving upon the respon- 
sible heed of such an undertaking. It has 
been known here for some time that the de- 
cision of the attorney. general, which declared 
that no part of the appropriation of $365,000 


made by congress last session could be used in 
the payment of Louisiana creditors, would 
involve Major Burke in financial 
disaster. This has come to pass. In 


December and January, during the first days 
of the exposition, Major Burke became r. 
gonally responsible fer the debts contracted by 
the manegement to the amonnt of some $15),- 
000. It was expected that the gate receipts 
would prove sufficient to cover that amount. 
This wis notthe case, however, and when 
ihe attorney general rendered his decision 
under which, after the payment of every out- 
side creditor, about $200,000, remains as an 
unexpended balance, the holders of claims for 
which Mr. Burke had become responsible 
looked to him for settlement of their demands. 
It is uncerstood that he has surrendered both 
his aud bis wife’s property to satisfy these 
claims. Nothing remains of his fortune ex- 
cept a share inthe Times Democrat, and it is 
to devote his entire energy to that 
yeper that he resigned his place as 
dirertor-ceneral. Much sympathy is express 
ed in Weebington for Mr. Barke, especially as 
it is knows that he refused the pay of $10,000 a

Superintendent Jeflery 
of the Illinois Central railroad has telegraphed 
that the railroad and car companies reaching 
New Orleans will subscribe $100,000 towards 
the expense of reopening the exposition next 
Winter. The citizens’ committee is slill re- 
ceiving subscriptions, and the sum required 
willbemadeup. The board of management 
has aid off fifty per cent of its indebtedness, 
and believes that the exposition can be re- 
opened next winter free ot debt.

THE CLUVERIUS TRIAL. 


Little Evidence Adduced Yesterday—The 
Trial Progressing Slowly. 

RicumonD, Va., May. 19.—The trial of T. J, 
Cluverius, tor the murder of Lillian Madison, 
was resumed at 9:15 o’clock this morning. 
There were but few spectators outside the bar, 
and — a small number within the rail. Col- 
onel Aylett, of the prosecution, asked that the 
jury be sent out of the courtroom in order that 
the question of the admissibility of certain 
testimony might beargued. The defense ar- 
gued in opposition to permitting the introduc- 
tion by prosecution of one of the letters known 
as “The Curtis letter,” which is said to bea 
forgery, and which, it is claimed, was ad- 
dressed by Cluverius. The letter was an invi- 
tation, or request. from a lady of this city to 
Miss Madison tocome to Richmond for the 
rere of accompanying an _ inva- 
jid to - Old Point Comfort. 
This argument occupied nearly two hours and 
at its conclusion the court said it would exam- 
ine the authorities, and that in the meantime 
the cese could goon in some other branch. 
The jury was then recalled and Mrs. J. B. 
Dickinson was again placed in the witae3s 
chair. She testified that she had received two 
postel cards from Lillian Madison after the 
latter hed left her house. Both were dated 
March 13. She burned them before she heard 
of Lillian’s death, but could give the substance 
of their contents. The defense objected to the 
witness giving the contents, and the prosecu- 
tion did not press the motion. Lillian left the 
witness’s house on January 5th and returned 
on the Sth, but the witness did not know 
wkere she had been. She thought the trunk 
exhibited in court was Lillian’s. Upon cross- 
examination, the witness said that 
Lillian visited her cousin’s 
femily who lived in the neighborhood and 
other families near his house. Lillian had a 
lady friend named Miss Kenny, who hada 
grown brother. Miss Kenny and her brother 
came to witness’’ house to see Lillian. The de- 
ceased at times seemed to be depressed in spir- 
its and troubled, but the witness never asked 
why the wasso. She was never visited by 
any gentleman outside the immediate neigh- 
borhood. Lillian’s demeanor while at wit- 
ness’s house was faultless. She was always 
kind, amiable, and gentle. She was always 
doing little acts of kindness to contribute to 
witness’s bappiness. She did not consider 
Inllian a brave woman. The prosecution 
sought to put in evidence a bundle of clothing 
found intheriver, and other articles found. 
The defence objected tothe introduction of 
anything except the clothing found on the 
person of the deceased,.and a glove. 

John L. Oliver, county jailer of King and 
fJueens county, testified that, acting under a 
search warrant, about two weeks ago, he had 
searched the house of Mrs. Lumedale, the 
prisoner’s aunt, and there found an overcoat 
ind hat pdich the prisoner’s mother said be- 
longed xo “Tommie,” meaning her son, On 
cross-€xamination the witness said he was 
eccompanied by three officers from Richmond. 
Mrs. Cluverius was the only white person at 
the house. She seemed agitated when the 
warrant was read to her, and told a. colored 
girl to go aiter some one, but one of the offi- 
cers stopped the girl. 

Emmett Richardson, of King .and Queens 
county, testified that about March 10 or 12 he 
came to Richmond with Cluverius, and that 
he then wore a fall overcoat and a low slouch 
hat. Upon their arrival in Richmond he 
went with the prisoner to Davis’s hotel, where 
Cluverius left his overshoes. 

James M,Guther, the assistant postmaster at 
Brazes, had reccived letters to be mailed which 
to the best of his knowledge and belief were 
addreseed in the prisoner’s handwritiog. He 
wes sure that some of them were addressed to 
“Miss Fennie Lillian Madison, Millboro 
Spripgs, Bath county, Va.’”’ The last letter 
was mailed four or five days before it was re- 
ported that the )risoner had gone to Rich- 
mond. It appesred during Guther’s testimony 
that & private examination of the witness had 
taken place before by the council for the pros- 
ecution, and that his answer under oath did 
not conferm to ell that seemed to be expected. 
Witness, since his arrival in Richmond, had 
roomed for a time with William Cluverius, a 
brother of the prisoner, and also with Messrs, 
Pollard end Evans, of the counsel for the de- 
fense. He stated that there had been unkind 
feelings between himself and the prisoner for 
about six months. 

Willie Dickinson, about fourteen years old, 
a nephew of Mrs. Dickinson, testified that he 
lived with his aunt. He remembered getting 
a letter at the posteffice in March last for Miss 
Lillian, the day before she left for Richmond. 
Witness said he was familiar with the writing 


on the letter. He was shown some of 
the letters found in  Lillian’s’_ trunk, 
and he said he had = seen several 


of them before. The defense here interrupted 
with the statement that in relation of this 
letter the testimony was now under considera- 
ticn of the court, and that everything leading 
up to it should be excluded. 

At 2 o0’clock the court adjourned until to- 
morrow so as to take time to examine the 
authorities on the questions upon which the 
decisions had been reserved and to give coun- 
rel for the defense an opportunity to examine 
the trunk and the bag of clothing. 

The counsel for ibe defense went to the 
court room this afternoon for the purpose of 
*xsinining the baggege and letters of Lillian 
Mad‘son. Judge Atkins and the city sergeant, 
the Jatter having the effects in charge, were 
presentinthbe court room but none of the 
counsel for prosecution were there. The re- 
suit was that no examination ;was made be- 
cause noone seemed inclined to take the 
reepcnsibility of permitting it in the absence 
of the prosecution.

LEAP FROM BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


He Poises on the Railing and Leaps Into the River, 
Being Nearly Four Seconds in the Air—He 
Comes Up Unconscious, and 
Dies From the Irjuries—Etce. 


NEw York,May 19.—|Special.]|—Robert Emmett, 
Adium, a professor of swimming, in Washington, 
jumped from the Brooklyn bridge this afternoon, 
and after being picked up by atug boat which was 
crowded with persons who bad been notified that 
he westomake the leap died.

| A GREAT CONVENTION. 


THE FIRST SBSSION OF TH® COM- 
MERCIAL CONVENTION, 


Everything Under Way—a List ofthe Dele- 
gates Present—Crowds Still Coming in— 
Details of Yesterday’s Seation. 


A bower of roses was the appearance of the stage 
in DeGive’s opera houseas the delegates to the 
National Commercial convention began filing in 
while the building resounded with the various 


during the late carnival of war. There were those 
among the delegates, from Florida and Louisiana, 
to whom the sight was familiar, but to the dele- 
gates irom the far northwest, where the buds have 
not yet dared to show their head, the fragrance 
was something of a surprise—as if the poetry of 
summer bad been written on a winter scroll. In 
the early morning, before the doors were opened 
for .general admission, busy hands were 
arrapging the floral offerings so as 
to make a pleasing effect. To the 
rear Of the president’s table were massed a moun- 
tain of the brightest colors of the floral world, 
whil@on either side and along the footlights the 
brilliant red and the pure white shone out from 
their beds of evergreen. 

In the auditorium the seatsin the pit were re- 
served exclusively for the delegates, while the 
dress Circles were reserved for ladies and their es- 
corts, As the doors were thrown open the seats 
were rapidly filled,the different delegations taking 
their places as indicated by states. Many ladies 
lent their presence to the scene, and by the time 
appointed for the opening, much animatiog pre- 
vailed., 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

A few minutes before the hourof ten o’clock, 
Hon. H. I. Kimball, accompanied by General 
Brinkeroff, of Ohio; Hon. D. R. James, of New 
York ; Governor McDaniel, of Georgia; Mayor Hill. 
yer, of Atlanta; Hon. Henry W. Hilliard, of Geor- 
gia; Rey. Dr. Tucker, of Georgia, and Mr. Henry 
Grady, made their appearance upon the stage. 
Stepping to the front Mr. Kimball called tho con- 
vention to order by asking Hon, Henry W. Hil- 
liard to make the opening prayer. 

Mr. Hilliard prayed as follows: 

“Oh! Lord, Thou hearest prayer, and we come 
to ‘iby thione with our thanksgiving and our 
supplication. Thou art the great God, and the 
great king aboveali gods, In Thy hands are the 
ceep places of the earth; the strength of the hills 
is thine also; Thou lookest upon the earth and it 
trembles; Thou touchest the hills and they smoke; 
the sweep of Thy divine ad- 
ministration takes in the uni- 
verre, and we thank Theethat we know it to be 
ap administration not only infinite in majesty, 
but infinite in grace. That Thou art ever ready to 
bless them that call on Thee, and that 
while we now come in this 
spirit representing a great assemblage gathered 
irom all parts of this broad land we should re- 
member that we come to God to aninfinite Father 
whose tender words are over ail his works. We 
thank Thee, our heavenly Father, that these dele. 
gatescome to us representing kindred peoples, 
representing a nation united between two great 
oceaLs, abd from the north to the south. We 
thank Thee that peace prevails in all our borders. 
We thank Thee that the flag of the ‘republic floats 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and taat we all 
recognize the mighty government, auadc: which 
we dwell as a government, founded in the insii- 
tutions of Christianity; a government resting 
upon the goodness of God’s power, and therefore 
we beseech Thee to bless us when we here assem- 
ble, andthat He who ruleth nations, bless our 
convention. Giveus true prosperity, and may 
there be a deeper ard a growing reverence for 
that Divine authority, a nebler and a proper re- 
cognition of Divire government and its great 
principles, and may we ftei as we advance in 


civilization and in pover that at 
the fame time we shouid be ad- 
vanced in those larger and nobler views of 


Christian government that should rule their peo 
ple. Wethank Thee that our fathers made the 
four dations of our government so broad and s0 
strong. We thank ibee that any shocks that we 
bavye sustained have all gone and we thank Thee 
that no clouds rest upon us, but that the sunlight 
of peece and the glory of God may be seen in all 
the length and breadth of our land. Biess us, 
Almighty God, and bless those who are assembled 
here this morning. May they bring good counsel, 
may they take counsel among each other and may 
tue great interest of commerce prevail. And 
while we come together to speak of commerce, 
may they find kindling in their hearts the inspir- 
ed nobler sentiments of humanity. May they 
legislate for one whole race, taking in its length 
apd breadth the question of its material good. 

Jess the natious Of the earth, oh Lord, every- 
where. Keep peace among all nations. We 
thenk Thee that the storm cloud, but a little 
while since seen upon the horizon, begins to dis- 
appear. And oh,give peaceto the nations. And 
mey the kingdom of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, the Prince of Peace. be established in all 
the earth. We beseech Thee, O Lord God, may 
that blessing rest upon us. May the pillar of cloud 
by dey and the pillar of fire by night be ever visi- 
bie to our people, and may coming generations 
‘eel that they have the same God that we have and 
mey they worship the same Almighty Father and 
behold the great system of free government that 
prevails among us to day; and when generation 
aiter generation leaves this world of ours, may we 
all enter into habitation of everlasting joy, 
threugh riches of grace in’Jesus Christ, our Lord 
aud Savior. Amen. 

The audience remained reverertly standing 
curing this time, and seemed to be deeply im- 
pressed with the words of the preacher. When 
Mr. Hilliard had concluded, Mr. Kimball made 
bis formal speech of opening thus: 

Geutlemen of the National Commercial Conven- 
tion: Ascbairman of the executive committee 
who undertook the organization and the arraogs- 
ment of the convention, it becomes my duty to 
address you this morning. Ican euly say that as 
en executive committee ve have eodeavored to do 
our duty impartially, earnestly and faithfully. 
When youare assembled our duty is at an end, 
We simply turn the whole matter over to you for 
your deliberation and action. And tlhe fect that 
so Many delegates, representing asl believe the 
records show, twenty-nine states, that there wasa 
necessity in the call we made. 

THE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION, 

Mr. Kimball concluded his remarks by placing 
in nomination the name of Hon. W. Y. Miles, of 
Columbus, Ohio, for the temporary chairmanship, 
which was unanimously seconded. As Mr. Miles 
stepped upon the platform he was heartily greeted 
by theconvention. Heisa large, fine looking 
centleman, of apparently fifty years of age. He 
had not proeeeded far in his remarks of acceptance 
before he found himself in thorough sympathy 
with hisaudience. In the eourse of his remarks 


he said: 

Iam profoundiy thankfuif to the executive com- 
mittee that they bave conferred on me the high 
honor to preside as temporary chairman over this 
body. It is vast in its representation, it may be 
vast in its influence upon the commercial matters 
of this countrv. lama business man and nota 
public speaker. If I were competent to speak 
what isin my heart this morning I would have 
much to say and with agood deal of emphasis. I 
stand before you gentlemen to-day, as remarked 
by the chairman of the executive committee, as 
the 1epresentative of a great nation so wisely and

THE ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

Mayor Hillyer, in behalf of the city of Atlanta, 
formally welcomed the delegates, his remarks 
which follow, having been received with many 
marks of applause: 

Mr, president and gentlemen of the convention: 
The city in which ge are met owes its birth,is 
growth ard strength to commerce. there were 
ho commerce there would be uo railroadg and f 
there were no railroadsthere would be no at 
lanta. It is, therefore, natural that our hearts and 
aj pets ine should go out toward allmen whose 
thoughts and pursuits bear evena remot? rela- 


tion totrade, and witha more es ly warm 
welcome do we greet yon whocome as exponeuts 
and representatives of commerce, 


No mexim in the science of government is better 
established than that commential wealth is politi- 
cal power, and it is of the last importance in every 
state, that the methods of trade and the results of 
trade sball receive the benefit of that patriotic and 
intelligent discussion and whetting of one mind 
upon apother, arising from the deliberations of 
a body like yours, where oiten are excited keenest 
flashes of truth. 

As there can be no successful commerce without 
confidence so there can be no confidence without 
honesty; and the coming together ofa body like 
this with that sort of looking one another in the 
face and weighing°and considering of character 
and methods, in this, that and the other locality, 
all over the country, is well celculated to bring 
intelligent minds to a knowledge of the best 
methods and the best results. If your detibera- 
tions resulted in nothing else thau raising the 
Stancard of commercial integrity to a higher 
plane, and giving to the present generation better 
standards of business integrity and purity, the 
publie would receive more than an equivalent for 
your labors. 

It is nct alone because particular cities are loca- 
ted on fine harbors or at the head of navigation on 
a fine river that they grow in trade, wealth and 
population. 

What makes London great? Scores of cities 
have better harbors than London. We mignt 
prebarly name fiity barbors within three hundre1 
miles of London larger and better than her own, 
and yet London does not lack much, if anything, 
of having grown so great as to outaumober al 
her rivals put together. There may be many 
reasons for this, put one of them, doubtless, 
more than all others, bes contributed to such a 
result, and that is that nowhereon earth is the 
standerd of commercial integrity and honesty 
higher than in London. [Appiause]. By this she 
bas drawn to her counters practically a moaopol 
of the world’s exchanges. A merchant in far-or 
Pekin, or Yeddo, wants to remit a thousand 
pounds to St. Petersburg. St. Petereburg will not 
trust Yeddo, and Yeddo will not trust St. Peters- 


burg. But they will both trust London! A mer- 
chant in Constantinople desires to remit 
to the Sandwich Islands in payment for 


a Cargo of sugar; Constantinople will not trust 
Hawaii—Hawaili will not trust Constantinople, but 
they will both trust London. Lisbon has mis- 
givipgs about Paris; New York may have mis- 
‘ivings about Berlin; San Francisco may doubt 
‘ape Town.but they are all willing to trus: London 
Thus, the whole world round, in commercial cir- 
cles, sterling on London is readily current. Inqui:e 
at the forum of reason for the cuuse, The answer 
is short and simple: London is honest! [App!ause.] 
And itis because you are educators iu the same 
faith that there isso much hope in your coming 
together. 


In any community, and in all business circiés, 
the merchants, the partnerships, the banks, the 
states, the governments which enjoy coafidence 
are those thatare honest. If business methods 
and business principles be at once laid upon the 
proper foundation, resources and possibilities 
muitiply to an extent practically limitless. 

The mere primary acts of barter and trade are 
indeed of importance,-but by no meaus Compara- 
ble to their secondary results. Trade is to the state 
what the blood is to the body.

The gentleman who preceeded me referred, with 
noble eloquence, to the conflicts and controversies 
ofthe stormy years of war, and 1, as asoldier on 
the northern side of the question, am here to-day, 
in the heart of the south, to foin him in burying 
out of sight and out of memory, forever, whatever 
dregs of bitterness remainin the bloody cup of 
war. 

The truth is,they ought to have been buried long 
agoand they would have seen had the work of 
reconstruction been entrusted to the soldiers who 
fought the battles of the war. 

The war through which we have passed has not 
been an unmixed evil, however, by any means, 
In fact, I do not know but we are beginning to 
realize with a reasonable degree of clearness that 
there was “‘a Providence that shaped our ends,”’ 
end that the results of the war are greater for good 
than for evil. 

It is a law of matter and of mind that no great 
good can come to the earth except it come through 
struggle and throughstorm. Weseeit in the solid 
globe in every age of geologic time. We see itin 
the history of mations as far back as 
we have any history. Our own nationality 
came to usthrough the struggles of the reyolu- 
tion. Christianity,which gives us all there is that 
is worth living for, comes to us through the blood 
and sufferings of the cross,and now, my fellow 
Citizens, shall we not bave the faith to believe 
that in the blood stained battle flelds of the years 
that are gone, the tree of liberty has been 
planted in fertile soil, and that its mag- 
nificent trunk is rooted for the ages, and its wide 
spreading branches will cover the continent, in- 
viting all nations to come and partake freely of 
its rich fruitege of freedom and justic, and hu- 
manity to man. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for the cordial wel- 
come you have given us, I return to you the full-

And I came 
here planning for New York,a great commercial 
center to accept these hospitalities and these wel- 
come by the mayor of the city and by the 
representation of the commercial 
Organization of this city. New York fully recip- 
Tocates these sentiments of kindness and fratern- 
ity as between sections of a common country 
bound together by the ties of commercial trade. 
- {Applause.| It has never been among the mer- 
chants of the city of New York that these difficul- 
ties alluded to have originated. There was not 
that sentiment of hostility which was exhibited 
so strongly i@other parts of the country. It is

clergymen united, avd with tne whole 
body of merchants and manufacturers united to 
the same end will make Atlanta notas large, per- 
haps, as the city of London, but you can make 
Atlante as large, perhaps, as the cities of Chicago 
or New York to-day. I believe in the future you 
will see-Atlanta a great city, with possibly a pop- 
uiation of a million inhabitants. New York, as I 
bave said, is full of commercial bodies. We have 
a chamber of commerce that has just celebrated 
its 118th anniversary, a chainber of com- 
mer that gives its thoughts entirely to these 
questions of commercial importance. We havea 
board of trade which I have the honor to repre: 
sent in part, representing, as I have said, nearly a 
thousand firms. We have a produce exchange, 
which ] am forry to say, is not represented here 
to-day, with its three or four thousand firms. We 
have almost dozens of exchanges and they have 
only one object in view, and that is to 
make New York whatit onght to be to-day, the 
great center of commerce of thisland. But afew 
years ago in spite ofl he advantages we 
bad, o spite of the position, in 
gspiteof the Erie canal and the great improve- 
mentsin railroad transportation, some of our 
neighboring cities, Boston, Philadelphiaand Bal- 
timore. were stealing away part of that trade 
which bad come to us through the outgrowth ol 
the Erie canal and through many years of trade. 
] mention this to put yon on 
our guard. Here in Atlanta there is nothing 
out Vigilance that will ever give you security in 
yourtrade. Other cities will come in and Steal 
away your business by opening up new facilities 
ard chesper methods for handling of commerce, 
So I believe the city of Atlanta should beon the 
alert or some maiden city will come in and take

The Evening Sesaion, 

At the evening session, which was called to or- 
cer by Chairman Miles a little afterfour o'clock, 
there was quite a large addition to the member- 
ship.

A TUSSLE OVER THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. H. I. Kimball created quite a breeze by a 
proposition to refer all resolutions and papers to 
the committee on resolutions without reading. 
In explanation he stated that already, he had re- 
ceived a busbel of resolutions and papers, which a 
week’s work could not dispose of. Lhe only pro- 
tection which the convention had against being 
buried under an avalanche ofsubjects not germane 
to the business of the body, was by such refer- 
ence. 

Mr. Trenholm, of South {Carolina, drew atten: 
tion to the fact that there were mauy questtions 
upon which thereshould be immediate action. 
To refer all resolutions without reading would cut 
off the privilege of suspension of the rules, The 
body must hear the action of its members, 

Mr. James F. Armstrong, of Georgia,was in favor 
of referrence without reading. What the commit- 
tee does is what we do. The chairman may be re- 
lied upon to appointa*representative committee, 
ove in which every interest will be represented, 
and from them it may be expected that resolutions 
with any point in them wiil be returned. 

Mr. Waldo Smith,*of New York, was appalled at 
the flood of resolutions which {were likely to 
overwhelmthe conyention,and sustained Mr, Kim- 
ball’s resolution to refer without reading. 

Mr. Forwood, of Pennsylvania, suggested that 
no papers or resolutions be received except those 
introduced by members of the body. How cana 
member get a topic before the conventi6n, if the 
committee is disposed to sit down upon him? 

Mr. Armstrong, ef Georgia—By amendment to 
the resolutions which they do introduce. 

Mr. Henke, of Colorado, suggested that the 
printed call disposed of all those] questions. 4 

Mr. Hirt, of Virginia, ex-speaker ofthe house of 
Burgesses, held that a resolution was not before 
the house until read, and it had to be presented to 
the house before it could be referred to the com- 
mittee, The papers, however, could be so referred. 

Mr. Kimball—Recognizing in Mr. Hirta pro 
ound parliamentarian, I yield to his views, and 
will amend my motion thatall resolutions shall 
be reierred and read without debate, while the pa- 
pers shali be referred without being read. 

The question thus presented was disposed of, 
and the president announced his purpose to ap- 
point said commtttee on resolutions later. 

On motion of Colonel H. B. Hammett, of South 
Carolina, the programme of business presented 
wes formally adopted. 


COMMERCIAL AND RECIPROCITY TREATIES, 


Mr. H.I. Kimball announced that Hon. A. R. 
Lawton, of Georgia, who was to have read a paper 
on the question, ‘Do the publie interests require 
congress to enlarge the policy of treaties between 
the United States and foreign countries, encourag- 
ing reciprocity in trade, and more effective extra- 
dition of fugitivesfrom justice?’ was absent. He, 
therefore, moved that Hon. W. M.. Burwell, of 
Louisiana, be invited to address the house on that 
question, 

In obedience to this call, Mr. Burwell stepped to 
the front, and at onee captivated his audience. 
He did not know whether this 
body intended to make itself per 
manent or not, >but an anecdote 
would explain what he thought about it. There 
was an old man near Norfofk who had a grown up 
family, and he liked good whisky. [Laughter.] 
A free lunch wes opened near by, where by pay- 
ing ten cents for a drink the lunch was thrown in. 
The old man tried the new plan, and squared off 
forasquare meal. Having satisfied himself he 
said: ‘“‘Thisis a thing that hes been wanting in.

They selate to ail possible subjects of 
mutual defense, of peace, of limits and of com- 
merce, Our own government has ever been re- 
earced as @ treaty between independent Sovereign 
states for the purposes specified in the constitu: 


tiopal com pact. 


The treaties of the old world were often palpable 
falsehoods, and the language Of diplomacy was, 
calculated to deceive. The intrigues of courts; 
were employed to bring the mést unworthy influ’ 
ences to bear upon the succession to a throne, tae 
title of an empire or the suppression of popular 
rights. They were often completed with secret 
articles, only known to the negotiators, but not 

atent to others. It was with reference to this 
f Ise and flagitiousseience that Washington bade 
his countrymen beware of entanging alliances. 

We may remark that the present dangerous re- 
sponsibilities of England grows out of a protective 
siliance which identifies Afghanistan with herself. 
She bas warned Russia as Rome done Uarthage, 
“J ouch pot Saguntum.”’ It would be regarded as 
an invasion of her own integrity. 

Hitherto, while the southern states have fur- 


Nished the largest—and fora long time the only— 


elements of a foreign export trade, neither its 
statesmen or its planters concerned themselves 
with the subject beyond a general demand for ac- 
cess to the cheapest markets and a protest against 
the impositions of a tax upon the importation of 
any commodities which might be imported from 
foreign countries. Southern statesmen have been 
trusted with the negotiation of most important 
treaties fram the foundation of our government, 
but tbey have been chiefly interested in securing 
the recognition of the principle of civil and reli- 
gious liberty; the acquisition of territory and its 
political stetus when acquired; the doctrine that 
the continent of America shall be sacred to the 
republican system was suggested by a British state- 
man apprehensive that the league of despotism, 
then threatening hisown country should cross the 
Atianticand cecupy the western continent. Mr. 
Jefferson “really formulated, while Mr, Monroe 
gave effect to that doctrine, and southern states- 
men welcomed the new Spanish-Mexican republics 
jnto the sr terhood of our own. 

Indeed the act of diplomacy has defeated itself 
in the recognition of our own independence. The 
despotism of the bourbons, in attempting to dis- 
solve the colonial power of a great antagonist, ma- 
tured seeds of liberty which have since germinated 
in the freedom of her own soil. Spain, one of our 
earliest friends, has found it necessary to resist the 
seme tendencies in her colonial possessions in 
America. She has interposed obstacles to the nav- 
igatjon of our great river, and endeavored to sub- 
sidize fome of our citizens to weaken the power o! 
the union by separating the western from the 
eastern states, 

Our treaties have been of war or peace or limits 
limits, and until recently, treaties of commerce 
and reciprocally were of com paratively little con 
se quence especially to the southern states, which 
exported large agricultural values giadly taken by 
all joreign Dations without—as to both—imposiug 
any import duty at all.

NECESSITY FOR COMMERCIAL TREATIES, 

To show the necessity impending for commer- 
cjal, and especially reciprocity treaties, it aill be 
proper to cite the wealth, numbers and impor- 
tarce of the United States as one of the leading 
nations of the earth. To base this allegation upon 
irrefragable authority... We submit the figures 
which ioliow, from the only authentic source, the 
last national census:

Having demonstrated the materiais, so to speak, 
for commercial treaties, we will proceed to consid- 
er the means for securing access tothe best mar- 
kets for the purchase and sale of the commodities 
in which we may have to deal. It wiil be also 
important to procure the raw material from the 
tropical and semi-tropical countries to which we 
may impart additional value by our skill and cap- 
tal. These treaties should be special and adapted 
exactly to the _ objects for which they 
are negotiated. We should have as few part- 
ners in these treaties as possible, so that they may 
be continued or terminated according to their 
effect upon our interests. All our treaties should 
be conformed to this standard, 
The senate can make no greater 
service to the commercial welfare of the country 
than by modifying or terminating all treaties 
now operating to our prejudice, wherever this 
may be done without just imputation wpon our 
good faith. It must be observed that as the United 
States is now second only to Russia, among the 
European powers, in the number ofits popula- 
tion, it is the largest producer of manufactures in 
the worid. The tendencies are therefore towards 
making itthe 

WOFKSHOP OF THE WORLD, 

This will result from the facility with which all 
the elements which enter into the composition of 
the manufactured fabrics, may be combined. In 
addition to these elements, 62,505 skilled opera- 
tives immigrated into the United States. They 
comprehend evry specialty in more than 
two hundred different industrial employments. 
This immigration which has for years past aver- 
aged 25,000 skilled laborers will continue. It is 
probable thata good part of our domestic manu- 
facturers computed in 1880 at $5,639,571 was the 
product of European skill. It was in good part 


the vroduct of European capital because many 
millions of that capital have been invested in 
American securities national, state and corpo- 
rate, and in iron and coal mines, forges.and foun- 
dries, millsof cotton, woolen and silk besides 
timberland and cattle ranches, These semi-Eu- 
ropean fabrics are coming into competition with 
European goods in all foreign markets. We may 
anticipate that these principal interests will re- 
sort to the United States. 
for safety and for success, just assimilar industries 
were transferred from France into England, Bel- 
giumand Germany during the religious troubles 
of France in the seventeenth century, Indeed, 
ourexports Of manuiacutures had last year at- 
tained the respectable amount of $111,330,242, be- 
ing an increase of 33 per cent since 1860. 

ur whole exports last year were $724,949882. Of 
this 93.98 per cent were the product of agriculture, 
of cotton, wool, grain and meat. If these values 
could have been combined at home through the 
capital motive powerand mechanical skill of the 
United States, could any figures give an adequate 
idea of the effect of these domestic values and 
their accumulations of capital in comtrolling the 
commerce of the world? 

Could we manufacture at home 
These goods thus imported, with the ‘exports of 
material worth $536 ,51$,318—enhanced as the latter 
amount would be by the act of combination, we 
could add at least one thousand millions of dol- 
lars to the productive wealth of our country. 
Without aspiring toanything more than approxi- 
mate accuracy, we may assume the whole foreign 
commerce of the world at $10,000,000,000. Our own 
cominmerce with Europe amounts to $964,752,063; 
with South America, $106,980,449; with the North 
American continent and West Indies, $228,538,521; 
with Asia and Oceanica, $96,166,320. The aggre- 
gate of this is but a small proportion of the trade

We may even dare to make a more advanec:d 
proposition which grows out of that which we 
have argued. It is that the commerce between 
the countries of Europe and the United States will 


portance. This will be becanse those countries 
and our own being upon the same isothermal line, 
or line of similar production, there can be no ma- 
icrial of commerce which each and all do not 
possess. Thisinterchange will therefore diminish 
as that between Germany, France and England 
hes dere. The only permanent commerce must 
be between the productions of the temperate and 
the tropical and semi-tropical regions. 
It is thus that England, France and Italy are all 
forcing their way to the tropical markets. Russia, 
in like manner, is making her march to the trop 
ical seas through the Dardanelles@rthe passes of 
the Cauchsian mountains. The United States wii! 
obey the universal law of commerce with the ad 
vsntages of that the tropical regions of America lie 
at her door, and welcome her to accept and de: 
velop this trade without war or injustice. 

TROPICAL COMMERCE, 

It cannot, therefore, be too distinctly impressed 
upon this convention thatthe continental com- 
merce must be kept inviolate, with the isthmian 
the natural and legitimate market 
for the industrial products- of the United 
States. A very serious impediment to this 
indispensable policy consists in the improvident 
obligation by which we have bound ourselves 
uncer the 
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CLAYTON BULWER TREATY. 
Under this treaty we have not only renounced the 
right to acquire or colonise any territory in Central 

merica, but have actually subrogated a foreign 

and rival power to any right of inter-oceanic 
transit across the isthmus which we may obtain 
connecting the two Americas. The’ reason ol 
this unfortunate complication and concessi%n was 
no doubt to impose a sonthern barrier to the 
further expansion of African slavery: but as that 
reason Kas ceased forever the obligation of the 
treaty should cease also. 
The broad policy thus outlined would require 
that the southern continent should come under 
the exclusive commercial control of the American 
republic which occupy it. 

THE MOST FAVORED NATIONS, 

Perbaps the most determined phrase employed in 
our diplomacy isto be found:in all the latest 
treaties and conyentions of America and 1s known 
as the most favored nation extant. The 
correct definitton of its trne meaning is to be 
found in the textof our earlier. treaties. They 
speak of “reciprocal utility,’’ ‘liberal equity and 
reciprocity”’ so that partial advantages (these seeds 
of discords) teing excluded, such a beneficial and 
satisfactory intercouse between the two countries 
may be established as to produce and to secure to 
betn countries perpetual peace and harmony.’’* 

That reciprocity means a mutual interchange of 
values of offices, isobvyious. It means something 
more. It must bean equal and a jnstinterchauge. 
It cannot be unequal or compulsory, but must 
comprehend theinterestand approval of all parties 
to the compact. We grant that.a treaty of recipro- 
city may be made between nations, in which the 
cor siderations may be of equal value. There is, 
however, under all forms of government, ia 
which individual right is secured. another interest 
tbat ought to be consulted. It is the 
popular and property interest to which 
our constitution has guaranteed the 
security of life, liberty and property, with the 
pursuit of happiness. The constitution moreover 

rovides that private property shall not be taken 
or public uses without just compensation for the 
same. Now, althougha despotnet accountable 
to the ed gm may have conceded provinces, fran- 
chises, and even peoples, without the knowledge 
or consent of the governed to make compeusation 
for some Obligations or advantage. Such an act 
should not be permitted among civilized nations of 
Europe,except under her direst pressure of compul- 
sory force by the public enemy. The most flagrant 
abuse of this international reciprocity known to 
our history was when France gave the province 
of Louisiana to Spain, and then having reacquired 
it with the same extent as when she seeded it, 
for the reciprucal concessions of an Italian pro- 
vince to Spain, sold it again to the United States. 
No doubt the reciprocal consideration moving 
these despots to these transactions was 
satisfactory to the powers themselves 
but whatcrael injuries must have been inflicte 
upon the people of those territories thus torn from 
their native associations! The distress of the peo- 
ple of Lorraine and Alsace may be imagined from 
the great number of those who elected to retain 
their allegiance to France. Even those people 
resident in other lands refused to renounce their 
birtbright in the language and institutions of 
France, and more than one thousand in New Or- 
Jeans alone elected to remain French citizens. Had 
the question been submitted to the people of those 
provinces, they would never have obeyed any 
other authority than the military power which en- 
forced it. They would never have expe.riated 
themselves. 

When, however, we turn from the cesssion and 
retrocession of territory to the grant by a constitu- 
tional government of the rights and terms of com- 
merc intercourse with other nations, the case 
is altered entirely, and the right of the people 
and property involved insuch a contract to be 
consulted upon its adoption is indisputable. 

Under the treaty making power, a concession 
may be made to admit the product oi a foreign 
country duly free. As this must be attended with 
alossof revenue to the government, this loss 
should be made good by assessing it upon some 
other interests, Ifourannual receipts from the 
duties on foreign iron, which we may assume at 
$20,000,000, should be remitted, this deficiency 
must be made good by general contribution. If 
foreign sugars be admitted duly free we must pro- 
vide for adeficiency of some forty millions of dol- 
lars. There is then, an exaction of these sums 
from other interests, which have not been con- 
sulted. The principle reciprocity as a liberal 
and and equitable interchange of com- 
modities has been disregarded, There 
is another most flagrant injustice. 
The great interests of woolen and cotton goods, of 
leather, of iron, of coal, of sugar and rice, have 
been built up upon the protection afforded them 
by a tax which some have been taught to regard 
as indispensable to revenue, and which others 
have deemed indispensable to the common de- 
fense and general welfare. This property—this 
labor which the supreme court has decided to be 
& property—will have been suddenly stricken 
with nullity. It is a loss,an encumbrance, a bur- 
den to the owner. The constitution says that pri- 
vate property cannot be taken for public use, 
What is the public use here? The attainment of 
some public object without indemnity to tae in- 
terestinjured. Here is confiscation of an interest 
of millions—for what? For public use, Perha 
it has pulled down some great interests to build 
up other interests. Have these  peo- 
ple been consulted? Have the been 
poradtees even to plead at the bar of their own

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OUR SCHOOL LAWS. 

The recent grand jury of Clarke connty 
presents this declaration in relation to the 
echools of the state: 

Weconsider the operation of the present free 
schoo! laws of Georgia, a veritable obstruction to 
the cause of education, and a useless expenditure 
of the monies contributed forthat purpose and 
most respectfully urge our representative to use 
his influence to bave the laws changed or perfect- 
ed. ) 

If the grand jurors cf Clarke county mean 
to say that more money should annually be 
appropriated for public schools and the sys- 
tem be brought more strongly to bear upon 
the illiteracy of the state, no friend of the 
public schools will be apt to disagree with 
them. The schools of the state are not as 
efficient as they should be,but they are prob- 
ably as efficientas the circumstances of the 
case snd the annual appropriations will ad- 
mitof, The best educators of the country, 
such as Dr, Curry,of Richmond, or Dr. Mayo, 
of Boston, agree that Professor Orr is doing 
alltbata man can be expected te do on the 
money placed at his disposal. Our school 
system is at present a matter of money. 
With large appropriations it would certainly 
not be “‘a yeritable obstruction to the cause 
of education,’’ even if it is so at present; and 
the Clarke county jurors may therefore want 
more money for educational purposes. 

If, however, they mean that the system is 
essentially a mistake, we think they will find 
@ good many intelligent people arrayed 
egainst them. They wil! scarcely find an in- 
telligent man who does not desire to see 
something done to lower our percentage of 
illiteracy. Every other state in the union is 
engacedin teaching ite children to read and 
write, andthe people of Georgia will not be 
apt to permit their state to become excep- 
tional in this important matter. In fact they 
lack the power to dose; for the new consti- 
tution says ‘“‘there shail be a thorough sys- 
tem of common schools for the education of 
children in the elementary branches of an 
English education, free to all the children of 
the state.’’ This provision is very conservya- 


tive, and it is also very emphatic. On ac- 
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the state is not cupplied with “a thorough 
system of commo a schools,” and in the ab- 
sence of definite information on the point, 
we must be per mitted to think that the grand 
jurorsof Clavke county simply waat their 
representative to take good care that t he con- 
stitution of the state is properly obeyed and 
reepected, as all state constitutions should 
be. The plain letter and meaning of the 
constitu ‘ion is suilicient.

: From Those who Have Tried It. 
CEDARTOWN, Ga., May 18.—EpiTors ConstTITvu- 
TION: Polk county was one of the first, if not the 
first, to adopt tote! prohibition, under the local- 
option law. The people of the state of Georgia 
are very much agitated upon the subject. The 
Sunday-school association of this county which 
recently met at Cedartown composed of representa: 


tives from different parts of the county, therefore 
decided that it would be interesting and profita- 
ble to the citizens of those counties which have 
not yet adopted prohibition, also to those which 
have but recently voted on the question, to give a 
fair and reliable report of the results in this coun- 
ty. Inasmuch as your paper has a general circula- 
tion all over the state, the association appointed 
the following committee to draw upa paper, and 
send to you with the request that you publish it; 
After whisky was voted out of the connty, for 
twelve months or more the ‘‘jugs’’ came in pretty 
thick, and drunkenness declined slowly; but they 
commenced diminishing, until now there is com- 
paratively little whisky brought here. It is a very 
rare thing tosee a man under the influence of 
whisky. Whereas, before, there was probably no 
section of the state where dissipation was carried 
to a greater extent than here. Many of the worst 
drunkards are now strong temperancs men, and 
enthusiastic advocates for prohibition. Crime 
has greatly diminished, as the records of our 
courts will show. Our grand juries, which were 
before required to serve two weeks at each term of 
the court, now require only “one week’s service. 
They found five or six true bills then to where 
they find one now. The morals of the people are 
wonderfully improved, among the white men 
many of whom were spending their mouey for 
whisky while their families were suffering.

Eighteen Years on a Desert Island—How 
She Lived and Dressed. 
San Francisco Corr. Rochester Democrat. 

Seventy miles from the shore is San Nico- 
las Island, the sixth of the group that cluster 
around the bay of Santa Barbara, California. 
It is celebrated for having been the residence | 
for eighteen years of “The Lost Woman of San 
Nicoles.” Asher name is famous and as her 
story has been told in romance, I will give the 
bare facts about her as I found them to be 
without any added ornament, and leave the 


fiction to the pen of the novelist. 
The island of San Nicolas was once densely 


opulated. This is attested by the skulls aud 

nes and other evidences of human abode 
that are found there. The Alaska Indirns 
frequently visited the island to hunt for the 
furs of the sea otter. They took their women | 
with them on these hunts, and on returning 
after the hunt was over they left them on the 
island to their fate. 

By order of the government in 1846 the In- 
dians were removed from the island. Just be- 
fore they were to embark anid 
carry away every human _ inhab- 
itant, as if was go age a white Indian 
woman begged for the oe of going 
ashore for herchild, which she had acci- 
dentally left. She was gone a long time in a 
fruitless search for her offspring. The wind 
blew a gale, the water was shallow, there was 
no one who was seeking the lost one. They 
set sail, intending to return for the lost wo- 
man of San Nicolas, but the boat becoming 
unseaworthy she was left to her fate. It was 
generally known that there was a woman 
abandoned on the island, but no attempt was 
made for her deliverance. As the world soon 

so: the woman of San Nicolas 
forgotten and the years 
passed away. After a lapse of sixteen years a 
man who landed on the island found that it 
was inbabited by someone. The footprints of 
a human being sunk deep in the ground were 
eeen. The hardness of the ground was an in- 
dication that they had been made a long time. 
From their size they evidently belonged toa 
woman. Circular inclosures made of brush, 
six or seven feet through, were seen, whore 
someone had lived. Near the huts were 
sticks driven in the ground and dried blubber 
hanging on them, thus prepared for food. 

In 1852 Sen Nicolas was visited again and 
another hunt was made for the long-lost wo- 
men. The huts were seen that had been 
seen before, but the old blubber had been 
taken away and new food of the kind ee 4 
in its place. Wild dogs were found whic 
ran away at the approach of civilized man. 
In a basket covered with seal skins that they 
found in a bush-heap was a dress made of 
sheg skins, cut in square pieces, a rope made 
of sinew and several smaller articles, such as 
fish-hooks and bone needles. The discoverers 
of these proofs that there lived on that island 
a human being scattered them on the ground, 
and on their return they found them gathered 
together and placed in the basket again. 

he Catholic fathers of the “Old mission,’’ 
the foremost in every good word and work, 
offered a reward to anyone who would find the 
lost woman, and a third effort was made in 
1853 to discover the prodigal about whom 
there was such a mystery and in whom the 
world of this coast was beginning to take 
an interest. Fresh tracks of the woman 
were found. They belonged to very small 
feet, and were like those that were seen in 
the first attempt to find the woman, Huts 
‘made of whale ribs and covered with brush 
were discovered. At length an object was 
seen in the distance that a)peared to be mov- 
ing. Going towards it they saw the woman 
that for eighteen years had reigned queen of 
San Nicolas, her sitiects being the wild ani- 
meals, her robe a dress of bird skins she had 
made and herthrone the hut she had built. 
She was seated in an enclosure, se that only 
her head and shoulders could beseen. T vo 
or three dogs were about her that disappeared 
at the command oftheir sovereign. She was 
seated on some grass that covered the grouni 
and served her as a bed. Her 
dress was neatly made of bird 
skins, extending to their ankles, the feathers 
of which pointed downward. Her head was 
covered with a thick mat of yellowish brown 
hair and her shoulders were bare, She was 
occupied in stripping blubber from a pieca of 
sealskin which she held across her knee and 
using for that pes a knife made of an iron 
hoop. Inher hut was a fire, beside which she 
sat talking to herself and, occasionally shad- 
ing hereyes with her hand, looked at the 
men thst were in search of her. She re- 
ceived them with much courtesy, bowing 
and smiling and showing that this lost 
child of nature had much ot the politeness of 
atrue woman. Shetook some roots in the 
bag, roasted them in the fire and gave them 
tothe mentoeat. She gathered up ali her 
food, which was her chief concern, owing to 
the famines she had experienced, washed 
herself at the spring, and followed the men 
cheerfully tothe boat. On being taken to 
Santa Barbara she manifested great delight 
on seeing the sights of civilization. She be- 
came a universal favorite and was presented 
with many gifts.

She related by signs her experience on the 
islend, as she spoke a language that none of 
the Indians knew and none of the Spanish 
fathers, versed in Indian dialects, could un- 
derstand. Civilization, which prolongs the 
life of some, shortened that of the woman of 
San Nicolas. An excessive love of fruit Jod 
to her death in Santa Barbara at the age of 50. 
She was buried with the honors of the Catho- 
lic church by the Franciscan fathers, and her 
dress and trinkets were sent to Rome and 
placed in that receptacle of the world’s curios- 


ity. 

The story of the lost womanof San Nicolas 
will always remain a wonderment. Her in- 
genuity is seen in the pails she made of grass, 
mede to hold water by smearing them with 
melted asphaltum, and in her bird-skin 


dresses, her bone needles, her kuifs 
of iron hoop and the 
language she invented and spoke. It is inex- 


plicable to all who have learned her story how 
a woman could live eighteen years on an is- 
land around which the waves were beating a 
requiem to hope, gettjpg her food and cooking 
it without even those facilities which are com- 
mon to the savage, and making her dresses 
neatly without the aid of needles except what 
she carved out of bone. She laid aside 
one dress for eighteen years, to be 
worn when the white men should 
come, of which she had a presentment. She 
built her own house, protected herself from 
the cold, gaiued supreme control over the 
wild beests about her and preserved her love 
formen and women for well nigh two decades 
of human life alone inthe wild. With no 
previous knowledge of civilization, solitude 
appeared to have educated her for it. An or- 
dinary woman would have perished with de- 
a teemerwd in sucha desolate, hungry, naked 
shelterless outlook.

A RAILROAD RATE WAR. 


The East Tennessee Road Cutting Rates to 
_ all Parts of the State, . 

The reduction in passenger rates of the East 
Tennegsee, Virginia and Georgia railroad is 
exciting Atlanta and the whole state. Hereto: 
fore there has been but one route from Atlan- 
ta to Augusta—by the Georgia railroad— 
and the rate otf fare is $5.25, but the East 
Tennessee, Virginie and Georgia now .adver- 
tises tickets trom Atlanta to August@ at $4.50. 


Likewise the Central railroad is supposed to, 


control the rates between Atlanta and Colum - 
bus, because it controls all roads converging 
at that point. The fare by the Centra! 
railroad, from Atlanta to Co- 
lumbus, is £5.70, and now the 
Fast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
boldly announced a rate of $3.75 from Atlanta 
to Columbus. Thisis done by the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia reduging its own 
proportion to the nearest local point of com- 
peting lines and adding to that local rate,thus 
forming a through rate at these puzzling re- 
ductions.

Colonel John G. Caldwell, of this city, isthe 

ower of a book two hundred and filteen years 
~~ ° 

The beok is a strange looking thing. It is 
printed in the style of two hundred years ago, 
2nd, although it has passed through many 
Lands, it is remarkably we!l preserved. 

The book has, within itself, a history 
both interesting and rare. One 
bundred end ten years ago the book was cap- 
tured by Washington’s troops at Ticonderoga. 
That was on May 10th, 1775. Since then the 
book’s “life’’ is known to Colonel Caldwell. 
During the revolutionary war it was a part of 
the circulating library in Washington’s army, 
and on the inside of the cover is written in a 
legible but old-fashioned style of penmanship 
the following words: 

“J potthis book at the surrender of Fort 
Ticonderoga, May the 10th, 1775. Hurra for 
General George Washington, Benedict Arnold 
and Ethen Allen. Bens. T. Payne.’’ 

The book is the history of Genghizcan, the 
first emperor of the Moguls, and was written 
in 1670, A. D., by M, Petis de la Croix, and a 
chapter in it sounds funny tothe reader of 
to-day. The paper is very thick and the let- 
ters sre large and bold. Col. Caldwell secured 
the bock by inheritance. After the revolu- 
dionary wer it fell into the hands of Benj. T. 
Payne, and from Mr. Payne the book came 
down the family line until it dropped into Col. 
Caldwell’s possession. Mr. Payne was a 
South Carolina soldier; his family was rebbed 
end burned out by the troops of Col. Tarleton. 
and after the revolutionary war settled in 
Augusta,Ga. One ot his sons, Benj. Payne, 
lived and died there. Col. Caldwell has had 
several handsome offers for the book, but he 
will not sell it.
